ny left. 
“ All I ask of you is to have me 
buried in iny graveyard lot, along­ 
side of my children. 
“ Hoping you will please to com­ 
ply with my last 
wish

quest 
“ Yours Very R e sp ’y Friend, 
‘.‘Jacob Nu s s b e r g e r . ” 
The chirography was excellent

a man of 70 years, and every 
"ivord was correctly spelled. 
On the reverse side of the sheet, 
written with a 
pencil, 
was this 
memorandum : 
“ I was born July 25th, 182S,

the tim e.”

Effect 
of 
Colored 
Glasses on Various 
Vegetations 


The ray s of the sun are a source of 
life on the globe, and in tliis regard 
may be divided into heat and chemical 
ray s, the former ly ing at the red and 
the latter at the violet end of the 
spectrum. 
To study the ciTtct of 
these ray s on vegetation ^1. Gamillc 
Flaiumarion, the Frcneh author and 
astronomer, made ex])erimcnts at liis 
observatory of Jiivisy . 
brames of 
blue, red, green and clear glass were 
used for growing a variety of plants 
during the past three y ears, especial­ 
ly tlie sensitive plant. 
Under 
blue 
glass the seedlings did not grow, but 
were, so to speak , asleep. U nder clear 
glass they throve well; under green.^ 
glass they wore a little weak ly ; under 
Ved glass they shot up with extraor­ 
dinary vigor to four times the height 
of tiiose under clear glass, and 15 
times that of those under blue glass. 
They alone ñ owercd, and their sensi­ 
bility became so line that the lightest 
movement made them shrink . 
The 
blues on the contrary became insensi­ 
ble. 
Maize, strawberries, vines, hari- 
cot^bcans and many other plants gave 
similar results. 
4Tie colored ray s 
from the spectrum of the electric 
light, iiltered liy monochromatic solu­ 
tions, also gave similar result.-. 
It 
may , therefore, be regarded as demon­ 
strated that the red ray s of the s|» cc- 
irum. with the exclusion of other 
ray s, enhance vegetable growth, while 
the blue ray s check it. Ik it light play s 
an iiu|)ortant part in the coloring of 
flowers and fruit. 
The green colora­ 
tion of the leaf is k nown to fail in ob- 
scuritv owing to the chlorophy ll not 
lieing developed; and red lilac of 
Marly becomes white if grown in the 
dark * 
Under the red. blue and green 
glasses lilacs arc also deprived of color. 


] \ y putting lilac- in obscurity when 
fheir color.^ are y nirtially developed we 
can get a scale of lints on the same 
plant, even tlie same branch, from 
white to bliilMi red. The purple leaves 
of nltcrnaiithca ainacna remain green 
under red glass; the leaves of gera­ 
nium change color, size and shaj’^e ac­ 
cording to the ray s. 
The scent 
of 
iiowers^and fruits is improvod by col­ 
ored light, and fiill-ldowii llowers 
k eep longer under the bine glass.— X.
